Auto title section 
sets move to mall 


The leg work involved in obtaining 
license plates for a newly purchased 
automobile, truck or trailer has been 
reduced considerably by relocation of 
the auto title department. 
Less than a year ago, car buyers had 
to obtain a title in the Fayette County 
Courthouse and then go to the license 
bureau on Rose Avenue to obtain 
plates. 
The license bureau recently moved to 
the basement of the Main Street Mall, 
and as of next Monday, the title 
department 
will 
move 
from 
the 
Courthouse to the mall. 
Although 
convenience 
to 
area 
motorists was not the primary reason 
for moving the title department from 
the Courthouse, it was the major factor 
in the selection of the mall location. 
Office space is available in the 
county-owned building which formerly 
housed the Gerstner-Kinzer Funeral 
Home. However, the Fayette County 
Board of Commissioners chose to rent 
space in the Main Street Mall to sim­ 
plify the Title-license plate procedure. 
Those who are unaware of what has 
to be done there are often sent back and 
forth between the two offices, said 
commission chairman Robert Mace. 
With both offices withing a few feet of 
each other in the basement of the mall, 
.the difficulties are greatly reduced. 
THE REASON the title department is 


being moved from the Courthouse is to 
allow expansion of the records storage 
area for the Fayette County Clerk of 
Courts office. 
The clerk of courts office maintains 
all records of Common Pleas Court 
proceedings. The number of cases filed 
annually was greatly increased during 
the past few years. Many more cases 
are being appealed, and legislation has 
increased the amount of records kept 
on each case. 
As a result, the clerk requires ad­ 
dition record-keeping space. The area 
now used for auto title registration will 
provide storage for records, some of 
which are now kept in the attic of the 
Courthouse. These are very difficult to 
inspect or display in their present 
location. 
The operation of the clerk of courts 
office 
will 
remain essentially un­ 
changed. All activity normally con­ 
ducted in the clerks office will be 
retained with the exception of the title 
registration. 
Mrs. Janet Kelley, chief deputy of 
the auto title deparment, will direct the 
operation in the Main Street Mall. 
However, she remains accountable to 
Mrs. Catherine Hyer, county clerk of 
courts. Mrs. Kelley will have three

President Ford is wrapping up a 
Southern

stressing conservative themes, while 
Democratic candidate Jimmy Carter 
continues to carry his attack on 
Republican policies to the Far West. 
Carter, starting his campaigning 
today in 
Portland, 
Ore., 
said 
in 
remarks prepared for a group of North­ 
west labor leaders that new figures on 
poverty in America underscore an 
“indictment 
of 
economic 
mismanagement” 
by 
the 
ford 
Administration. 
The U.S. Census Bureau released 
statistics Saturday which showed there 
are 2.5 million more Americans below 
the official poverty line of $5,500 in 
annual income. The 10.7 per cent in­ 
crease over last year is the largest 
jump in the 17 years the bureau has 
kept records. 
Carter said it “means that we are on 
our way to creating a different kind of 
Other America, a class that has been 
called the New Poor." 
Ford, who was in Miami today, said 
in a speech prepared for a Conference 
of the National Association of Chiefs of 
Police that he intends, if re-elected, to 
“stamp out the threat of political 
terrorism .” 
He said in the first IOO days of his 
next administraion he would give top 


priority 
to 
federal 
anti-crime 
legislation. 
Ford 
charged 
that 
“Congress has done nothing” about a 
series of anti-crime proposals he has 
submitted. 
Carter told audiences in California 
Sunday that the GOP was to blame for 
spiraling property taxes burdening 
homeowners. He proposed to bring 
property tax relief through revenue- 
sharing and federal assumption of local 
welfare costs. 
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Ford campaigned Sunday along the 
Mississippi Gulf Coast and, in effect, 
told voters he was c»oser to the South 
ideologically than Carter, its native 
son. 
The President, who was greeted by 
some conservative 
Democratic of­ 
ficials along the way, accused Carter of 
favoring excessive spending for do­ 
mestic social programs while ad­ 
vocating “disastrous” cuts in defense 
spending. 
Meanwhile, vice presidential can­ 
didate Bob Dole, who is doing most of 
the legwork for the GOP ticket, is in 
Illinois, attempting to shore up support 
in farm areas where it has reportedly 
been wavering.

Democratic rival, said he understood 
the seriousness of unemployment when 
he spoke to those who were out of work.

JACKSONVILLE, Fla (AP) - After 
four days of helplessness — bound, 
gagged 
and 
blindfolded 
in 
dense 
woodland — Sheri Linda Jaffa, the kid­ 
naped wife of a wealthy land developer, 
w asn't 
sure 
she 
could 
trust 
her 
rescuers. 
Even as Jacksonville Police Chief 
Matt Touchtoit worked with knife and 
scissors to cut her bound w rists early 
Sunday, Mrs Jaffa dem anded to see 
his badge. The men who abducted her 
last Wednesday had been dressed as 
policemen. 
But the rescue was real, and her 
husband, Richard, was soon at her side. 
"I can’t recall what she said when we 
first saw each other The big thing is 
seeing. .We kissed and it was the 
greatest- kiss 
we ever 
had,” 
her 
husband said. 
Jack McWilliams, 39, the brother of 
Jaffa's 
business 
partner 
in 
a 
Jacksonville contracting business, was 
charged with the kidnaping and held 
under 1750,000 bond. 
He w as arrested in jail, where he was 
serving a weekends-only jail sentence 
imposed in another case. 


Investigators 
said 
Mrs. 
Jaffa's 
rescue in a wooded area cam e after 
McW illiams’ girl friend, Edith Burton, 
22, broke down under questioning at the 
jail in Macclenny, 30 miles west of 
Jacksonville. 
“She drew us a m ap to lead us to the 
spot but I took her in my car and m ade 
her show us,” Asst. State Atty. Wayne 
Ellis said. 
Mrs 
Burton, who told police she 
helped in the abduction, hid under a 
cover in "the back seat of the car 
because she didn’t want to see Mrs. 
Jaffa again. Ellis said. 
“ We called out ... heard her groan 
and found her,” Ellis said. It was just a 
mile from her home. 
Mrs. Jaffa, 35, was hospitalized for 
exposure 
and 
abrasions 
but 
w as 
reported in good condition and high 
spirits today. 
Rescuers said Mrs. Jaffa was badly 
bitten by mosquitoes and scraped on 
the back and head from trying to work 
herself loose from the post to which she 
was tied, which was sim ilar to a 
railroad tie and six-feet tall. Her bonds 
w ere nailed to the post 


“She wanted to know if her husband 
and children were all right,” Touchton 
said "She was in excellent condition 
for the situation. She had been exposed 
to rain, heat, cool nights and the tape 
over 
her 
eyes 
and 
mouth 
which 
naturally m akes the skin sore.” 
Jaffa said his wife will not meet with 
reporters to discuss her ordeal. 
“The most im portant thing is to get 
life back to norm al," Jaffa said. "She is 
already discussing a possible European 
vacation.” 
After the kidnap, Jaffa received a 
$200,000 ransom demand. He got $50,000 
together, and a trail of notes directed 
him to leave the money at a spot in the 
Ocala National Forest. 
The money was never picked up, and 
when the kidnapers made no further 
contact, Jaffa and his two children 
made a televised appeal for Mrs. Ja f­ 
fa’s release.

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Fluorocarbon use cut by consumers

Scientists say more tim e is needed to 
determ ine the degree of danger posed 
by fluorocarbons in aerosols, but some 
consum ers, 
legislators 
and 
m anufacturers already have decided 
they'd rather switch than study. 
Production 
of 
fluorocarbons 
has 
decreased Sales of aerosols are down 
— partly because of the controversy 
and partly because of the recession. 
Two states have passed laws regulating 
fluorocarbons in spray cans. And a 
governm ent official has recom mended 
that consum ers stop using aerosols and 
switch to spray pumps or roll-ons in­ 
stead. 
A 
long-awaited 
report 
by 
the 
National Academy of Sciences was 
released earlier this month. The group 
concluded that “selective regulation of 
fluorocarbon uses and 
releases 
is 
alm ost certain to be necessary at some 
tim e... ” It also said, however, that 
“ neither the needed tim e nor the 
needed severity can be reasonably 
specified today.” 
The academ y recom mended further 
study — for a m axim um of two years — 
before regulatory action is taken. 
Meanwhile, it said, aerosols that do 
contain fluorocarbons as propellants 
should be clearly labeled as such so 
that consum ers can decide whether to 
use the items. 
Over 
half 
of 
the 
fluorocarbons 
produced in the United States are used 


as propellants, prim arily in personal 
grooming products such as deodorant 
and hair spray. The argum ents have 
centered on these fluorocarbons — 
rather than the ones used as refrig­ 
erants 
and 
in 
m anufacturing 
—- 
because they a re the ones that are 
released 
into 
the 
atm osphere 
im ­ 
mediately. 
Scientists 
have 
said 
that 
flu­ 
orocarbons weaken the layer of ozone 
that surrounds the earth and is a 
prim ary 
shield 
against 
ultraviolet 
radiation which causes skin cancer. 
The question still to be answ ered is 
how severely and how rapidly the ozone 
is being depleted. 
The 
Chemical 
Specialties 
M anufacturers Association said 1975 
sales of aerosols w ere about IO to 15 per 
cent lower than a year earlier, although 
Gus From uth, associate director of the 
group, said part of the drop was due to 
the recession “ People were not buying 
discretionary products,” he said. 


Some m anufacturers of grooming 
products 
have 
ben 
pushing 
other 
finger-driven pump sprays and roll-ons 
as cheaper, non-aerosol alternatives. 
The m arket research firm of Towne- 
Oller

Tornadoes hammer 
Indiana and Texas

DAMASCUS, Syria 
(AP) — The 
Syrian governm ent hanged three pro- 
Palestinian guerrillas at dawn today in 
swift retribution for a bloody raid on a 
Dam ascus hotel just 24 hours earlier. 
A fourth guerrilla and four hostages 
were killed and 34 hostages w ere 
wounded in a seven-hour battle for the 
Sem iram is Hotel in the most daring 
Palestinian attack yet in Syria. 
The three surviving terrorists w ere 
hanged in a public square facing the 
luxury hotel. Their bodies, clad only in 
white tunics, w ere left dangling in 
nooses for six hours as thousands of 
Syrians pressed around the gallows and 
climbed to balconies and rooftops to see 
the victims. 
The guerrillas called them selves the 
“ Black June” group and apparently 
were protesting Syria’s m ilitary in­ 
tervention that began last June in the 
Lebanese civil w ar. 
Before they w ere executed, the three 
went on Syrian state television and said 
they belonged to Al Fatah, the biggest 
Palestinian guerrilla group. They also 
said they had been trained in Iraq, 
which has supported radical Arab 
organizations and has denounced the 
Syrian role in Lebanon. 
But in Beirut, a spokesman for the 
Palestine 
Liberation 
Organization 
(PLO), the Palestinian umbrella group 
headed by Y asir Arafat, denied that 
any PLO m em bers were responsible. 
Arafat also heads Al Fatah, which is 
considered to be less radical than some 
Palestinian guerrilla units. 
A Syrian governm ent statem ent said 
the four hostages who died Sunday 
were killed by the terrorists. Three of 
the slain hostages were women, and 
witnesses said all were Arabs. Three 
Americans w ere reported in the hotel 
at the tim e and one, National B road­ 
casting 
Corp. 
assistant 
producer 
Robert Castenbach, was taken hostage 
but was unharm ed, the U.S. Em bassy 
said.

officers, the four-member team pulled 
up to the hotel at about 5 a m. Sunday in 
a dark blue car with Lebanese license 
plates. They asked for a room, were

mandos moved from floor to floor of the 
five-story hotel rousing guests from 
their sleep and taking them captive.

It took two years of hearings, study, 
and debate, but Congress has at last 
approved a tax revision bill. 
The legislative compromise reached 
between the two houses is far from 
perfect, but it dbes bring needed relief 
in some important areas 
For that 
reason, I voted for the conference 
report accompanying the 1976 Tax 
Reform Act. 
Despite the fact that we in the House 
of Representatives were considering a 
1,536-page bill covering 250 different 
issues and touching the lives of everv 
American, the majority on the tax- 
writing Ways and Means Committee 
made it impossible for the bill to be 
amended on the House floor. 
It was a matter of accepting the 
conference report or rejecting it. a 
m atter of accepting much less than the 
full reform desired, or getting no tax 
relief at all. 
One of the primary sections in the bill 
grants an increase in the estate tax 
exemption from the current $60,000 to 
$120,000 in 1977, and ultimately $175,000 
in 1981. I had supported legislation to 
increase outright the exemption from 
$60,000 to $120,000. 
Still, some relief is provided to 
middle -income Americans who may 
inherit nothing more than a modest 
house or small farm. Inflation has 
increased over 200 per cent since the 
estate tax laws were enacted, but the 
dollar 
exemption 
of 
$60,000 
has 
remained the same. 
Consequently, the growth of inflation 
has pushed hundreds of thousands of 
taxpayers into brackets subject to 
estate taxes, even though real worth 
remains relatively stationary. 
Those who have suffered in this 
squeeze the most are the owners of 
family farms and family businesses, 
many of whose heirs must sell their 
properties simply to pay the estate tax. 
The exemption increase is certainly 
welcomed, 
although, 
unfortunately, 
along with it, the bill increases the 
capital gains tax on an inherited estate 
which is sold. 
Basic tax cuts that were contained as 
temporary measures in the 1975 tax bill 
were maintained in this tax reform bill, 
such as personal tax credits, standards 
deductions, and earned income credit. 
Improvements in the tax treatment 
of the elderly are significant in that the 
retirem ent income credits are in­ 
creased in one provision, similar to 
legislation I introduced during this 
Congress for the sam e purpose. A 
significant increase for the elderly in

exclusion 
level 
of funds 
received from the salerxf a house is also 
provided.

Government payrolls zoom

COLUMBUS, Ohio (AP) — The local 
government payroll has increased by 
80,663 employes or 30.4 per cent in the 
last IO years, a research council re­ 
ports. 
In October of 1975, Ohio’s counties, 
cities, townships and school districts 
employed 345,723 persons with a total 
payroll of $309 million, according to the 
Ohio Public Expenditure Council. That 
represents a $185 million or 149 per cent 
rise in local payrolls since October of 
1965. 
“Governments and taxpayers alike 
are caught by the spiraling inflationary 
trend in the costs of operation,” the 
council said. “Salaries and wages con­ 
sumed, by far, the major portion of 
governmental expenditures.” 
School employes account for more 
than 51 per cent of the increase in the 
work force. But the 41,225 persons 
added by schools marked only a 29 per 
cent increase since 1965 in the school 
district category. 
Cleveland, Ohio’s largest city, was 
also the biggest employe last year, 
paying 12,637 workers an average 
monthly salary of $1,054. 
“Cleveland, however, was second to 
Cincinnati in the number of city em­ 
ployes per 10,000 population,” the 
council noted. “Cincinnati had 255 em­ 
ployes per 10,000 population in October, 
1975, compared to 186 employes per 
10,000 population in Cleveland.

Don't squeeze the Papaya

Don’t squeeze the papaya. It bruises 
easily. Judge how ripe it is with your 
eye rather than with your fingers. Once 
you’re a papaya-fancier, you’ll find this 
rather easy to do. 
As the noted botanist and cookbook 
writer, Alex D. Hawkes, says: “ In 
supermarkets the fruits are usually 
offered when only semi-ripe; 
they 
m ature in a warm, shaded spot in the 
kitchen with some rapidity.” When the

skin color ranges from half yellow- 
green to all yellow-orange the papaya 
is fully ripe and may be refrigerated 
for about a week. If the papaya is all 
green when it comes into the kitchen, 
the ripening may take from three to 
five days. 
Because lately papayas seem to be 
more abundant than heretofore, we’ve 
been looking into their background. 
And we blush to think that we didn’t 
even know how they grow! Here Dr. 
Hawkes is a ready help. He writes that 
the papaya (Clarica papaya) “is a 
native to tropical America. . . and is 
one of the tropics’ most extraordinary 
plants. It is not a tree — despite its 
appearance and its growth to ten feet or 
even more in height — but rather, a 
woody herbaceous plant, one of the 
most rapid-growing species known 
when 
maintained 
under 
optimum 
cultural conditions of rich, moist soil 
and constantly warm tem peratures.” 
Papayas are of course perfect to 


serve "as is” — sliced after being 
halved and seeded. But recently we 
tried a Papaya Topping of which we are 
quite 
enamored. 
It’s 
a 
heavenly 
combination of ripe papaya blended 
with banana, pineapple and lemon 
iuice. We liked it so much over cut-up 
fresh fruit that we served it in very 
small portions to our taste-testers. 
Then we smuggled the rest of it into the 
refrigerator so that from time to time 
in the next couple of days we could 
gobble it up ourselves! 
PAPAYA TOPPING 
I ripe papaya 
(about I pound), 
halved and seeded 
I ripe banana, sliced 
I can (8 ounces) crushed pineapple in 
its own juice 
3 tablespoons lemon juice 
With a spoon, scoop out the papaya 
pulp into an electric blender. Add 
banana, pineapple and lemon juice. 
Whirl just until pureed. Cover tightly 
and refrigerate; holds up well, keeping 
its flavor and color for several days. 
Makes about 2Vi cups. Delicious served 
over sliced bananas and orange sec­ 
tions or a mixture of diced papaya and 
other fresh fruits.

COLUMBUS, Ohio (AP) — T otal 
employment in Ohio advanced 2 per 
cent in the year period ended in August, 
the Bureau of Employment Services 
reported. 
T he agency also reported that from 
August 
1975 
to 
August 
1976,

unemployment rate for Ohio fell from 
8.9 per cent to 6.4 per cent of the civilian 
labor force. And, during that jaeriod, 
nonagricultural wage and salary jobs 
increased 1.5 per cent. 
At the end of August this year, 
unemployment in Ohio was estimated 
at 298,000 in August, or 6.4 per cent of 
the civilian labor force. T hat was down 
from 331,000 and 7 per cent in July. 
However, the BES said the decrease 
was mainly seasonal.

Workers 
Secretary-T reasurer 
Harry Patrick told the union’s con­ 
vention delegates here of bringing his 
brother’s lifeless body out of a mine, 
they listened with empathy. 
Coal mining is the nation's most 
hazardous 
industrial 
occupation. 
T housands of miners have been killed 
and maimed in mining mishaps and 
almost all of the 1,800 delegates who 
heard Patrick speak Saturday have 
themselves lost friends and relatives. 
Because of this, safety is a topic 
that’s never very far from the floor 
during a UMW convention T he miners 
were thrashing out safety proposals 
when they recessed for the weekend 
Saturday and they’ll be back at it again 
today when their convention resumes. 
Both Patrick and Robert Garrett, the 
chief administrator of the federal 
Mining 
Enforcement 
and 
Safety 
Administration (MESA), challenged 
the delegates to personally see to it that 
their mines become safe. 
“ Brothers,” Patrick said, “ the coal 
operators are never going to make the 
mines safe unless we make them do it.” 
T he delegates agreed and went to 
work on the safety proposals they want 
included in their next work contract. 
Some of their suggestions are sure to 
touch off lengthy debate when the union 
negotiators sit down with the coal 
operators late next year. 
One such proposal calls for the 
companies to employ a fulltime union 
safety committeeman, to be selected 
by the union, at each mine. In addition, 
the union’s safety committee also 
recommended that the companies take 
over the financial responsibility—now 
shared jointly by the union and the 
companies—for a health and safety 
training course for all miners 
Another 
major 
safety 
proposal 
certain to turn up at the negotiating 
table calls for the presence of at least 
one 
union 
miner, 
trained 
as 
an 
emergency medical technician, on 
every section of every shift in the 
mines. T he miners would be paid at 
their regular rate while receiving the 
medical training 
Other safety proposals include: 
—T hat the use of asbestos in any 
form shall be eliminated from the coal 
mining industry.

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Stock market shows nervousness, indecisiveness

NEW YORK (A P) — The shattering 
impact of one day’s economic news 
demonstrates 
again how 
basically 
nervous 
and 
indecisive the 
stock 
market really is. 
After dallying in a 60-point range 
from roughly 950 to just over 1.011 
points for several months, the Dow 
Jones industrial average exploded for 
20.28 points on Tuesday. 
It was the 13th time since March that 
it had surmounted 1,000 points. In each 
of the previous spurts the energy 
seemed to drain from the market short 
ly after reaching that psychological 
benchmark. 
This time, the usual Wall Street 
commentators said, it might be over 
that hurdle for an extended period It 
stood at a 1976 high of 1.014.79 points, 
highest in 44 months, and traders said 
that level was supported by a scaffold 
of economic statistics. 
The prime interest rate had fallen 
below 7 per cent. Consumer inflation at 
an annual rate of 6 per cent was viewed 
as 
moderate. 
Institutions 
were 
financially poised for action. Short 
traders were being forced to buy. 
If 
over-all 
the 
recovery 
was 
proceeding slowly, well this too could 
be viewed as constructive. Traders 
observed,, that a slow but steady 
recovery was the economy’s best 
protection against a new surge of in­ 
flation. 
The mood continued into Wednesday, 
when the average rose another 8 points 
by early afternoon. Volume was heavy, 


suggesting some conviction behind the 
advance. Strength in blue chips was 
viewed as wholesome. 
Then came the shattering news from 
the Commerce Department that new 
orders for durable goods—big ticket 
items that represent major, long-term 
investments, 
such 
as 
industrial 
machinery 
for 
manufacturers and 
refrigerators 
for 
consumers—fell 
sharply for the second month in a row. 
Not only was a decline of 2.2 per cent 
recorded for August, but in the same 
announcement 
the 
government 
economists told of a revision in the July 
figures to an even worse decline of 2.4 
percent. 
It didn’t matter that both these 
reports might later be revised to show a 
less bleak picture. This was a dark 
cloud floating over the sunny market 
and nobody wanted to get struck by 
lightning They sold.

Dole, who spoke last Tuesday at the 
Republican 
State 
Convention 
in 
Columbus, hinted then he would be 
back to campaign in rural areas, 
hoping to convince Ohio’s traditionally 
Republican farmers that a new Ford 
Administration would be in their best 
interests. 
“ We’re going to work for the far­ 
mer,” said Dole of himself and the 
president who has yet to campaign here 
for the Nov. 2 election. 
Sunday, at Newport Beach, Calif., 
the vice presidential nominee con­ 
firmed reports of slipping farm sup­ 
port. “ There are indications that in 
farm areas, we still have a great deal to 
do,” he said.

Ohio and Illinois, which he will visit 
later this week, were named as two of 
IO states Republican strategists believe 
Ford must carry to win the election. 


Ohio's farmers loom as possible 
supporters of the Democratic Carter- 
Mondale ticket in part because Carter 
is a farmer, and otherwise because 
some of them are still mad at Ford for 
imposing his 1975 embargo on grain 
sales to the Soviet Union. 
At the time, C. William Swank, 
executive head of the Ohio Farm 
Bureau Federation, said many farmers 
felt Ford caved in to Georgs Meany, 
president of the AFL-CIO whose, union 
interests at the time called for support 
of the embargo. 
The embargo was lifted in time for 
most of the state’s grain harvest to be 
salvaged, although millions of tons had 
to be stored on the ground because the 
unexpected embargo halted shipments 
of that year’s bumper crop. 
Swank said the thing that angered his 
members most was that President 
Ford and Agriculture Secretary Earl 
Butz earlier in the year assured far­ 
mers their crops would be sold, telling 
them to “ produce all you can.” 
McNamara, asked this weekend if he 
felt Ohio’s farmers still are angry 
about the embargo, said “ some of them 
may be.” But he added that he thinks 
most of them were able to vent their 
feelings in the Republican primary-in 
which Ronald Reagan received 45 per 
cent of the vote-“ and now will support 
the president.”

Family wins round 
in cancer struggle

another one," Jane Soptherland said

February

brain surgery for removal of a tumor. 
It was good news for the family that 
had lost qne son to cancer but saw their 
two other sons win their battles against 
the disease. 
Now, Raymond Southerland says the 
disease which has brought his family 
grief and financial hardship may have 
given scientists vital information. 
Southerland says scientists at the 
National Canter Institute in Bethesda, 
Md., where he underwent surgery, 
have told him they believe they’ve 
found a link between his tumor and his 
sons' malignancies. 
“They’re calling the full complex of 
tumors ‘embryonic,’” the Dade County 
police deputy said. “In other words, 
they think there is something in our 
genes that is causing us all 
the 
trouble.” 
What Southerland, 37, calls “all the 
trouble” 
began 
in 
1942 
when 
his 
brother, Jerry, died at age 2 from a 
malignant brain tumor. His mother 
suffered from breast cancer. 
The Southerland’s 4-year-old son, 
Jeffrey, died of lymphatic leukemia in 
1969 after an 18-month battle against 
the disease. The day before his death, 


doctors diagnosed a rare form of 
cancer in the nerve linings of his 
brother, 
Michael, then 5. 
Michael 
underwent two operations, radiation 
treatment an#, physical therapy for 
paralysis ifi his left arm. 
The Southerland’s 15-year-old son 
Stephen was diagnosed in 1974 as 
having bone cancer in his left leg, and 
his leg., was amputated. Later, he 
became good friends with Sen. Edward 
M. Kennedy’s son, Ted, who had a 
similar operation. Neither Stephen nor 
Michael has had a recurrence of the 
disease. 
"I hope this is all over for us,” 
Southerland said. “The doctors said we 
could still contract it. But we haven’t 
had any recurrences. Maybe it is 
over.”

They came from the People’s 
Republic of China. 
Horticulturist Robert Hebb of 
the Cary Arboretum, in Miller* 
town, N .Y., who tends thou­ 
sands of plants from many 
parts of the world, was particu­ 
larly pleased the day we vis­ 
ited. The seed of a Korean dog­ 
wood had just sprouted through 
the soil of its clay pot home 
where it had been settled 13 
months earlier. 
The seeds from China had 
come in two shipments, 82 spe­ 
cies of trees, shrubs and vines 
in March 1975, and eight pack­ 
ets from Nanking in July 1974. 
The latter were the first sent to 
this country in 20 years. 
Not much information came 
with 
the 
Chinese 
seeds 
in 
Cary’s worldwide swap pro­ 
gram with other arboreta, so 
they are grouped and given 
varying treatment of cold and 
warm, wet and dry conditions.

Hebb, 
who came 
to Cary 
more than a year ago from Ar­ 
nold Arboretum in Boston, also 
has a big cold cellar where 
hundreds of 
plants, 
ranging 
from large trees to little bush­ 
es. are held dormant, awaiting 
planting And he is building a 
lath house to control sun and 
shade. 
Of 
110 
varieties 
of 
seeds 
planted in the greenhouse, 90 
had emerged. Some seeds re­ 
quire 30 to 40 years before their 
tough coats can be penetrated. 
To 
hasten 
the 
germinating 
process some shells are filed or 
knicked with a knife. A Chinese 
yellow wood was speeded up 
two to three years. 
Cary, conceived by the New 
York Botanical Garden over 
four years ago, occupies 2,000 
beautiful 
acres 
in 
Dutchess 
County, in the mid-Hudson re­ 
gion of New York State. 
Its staff has written letters to 
all arboreta in this country of­ 
fering them seedlings started 
from the seeds from China. 
These environmental 
centers 
trade freely among themselves. 
Hebb said Cary gets 300 seed 
lists from all over the world, 
plus many specimens, mostly 
from the wild — which he pre­ 
fers. 
“We want to establish a seed 
bank — to freeze-dry 
seed, 
some stored at 30 degrees be­ 
low zero for longevity,” he re­ 
lated. “Cary has been able to 
increase seed storage life from 
a couple of years to 10-15 years 
in this way.” 
Cary now has 2,000 different 
varieties of plants but George 
Bookman, vice oresident and 
executive administrator, esti­ 
mated it would take 20-30 years 
“to really look like an arbore­ 
tum .” 
A grid system is being laid 
out to chart every plant. All 
areas will be marked as to the 
11 soil types, hills and valleys. 
There will be an inventory also 
of all native trees and shrubs 
and a herbarium. 
A horse and carriage will 
take the public on tours of what 
Bookman prefers to call the en­ 
vironmental agency. It also is 
an educational center. 
Hebb is planning a collection 
of unusual plants, and a collec­ 
tion of stories about what each 
will do, such as the bush from 
Malaysia 
that 
protects 
ants 
which in turn protect the plant.

Dear Mrs. K.: 
The fact that you are going 
from doctor to doctor in an 
effort to find a solution to your 
problem may be an important 
part of your problem. 
There are 
physical 
and 
em otional 
causes 
for 
depression. Sometimes, 
they 
are separate from each other. 
More often, they are closely 
interrelated. 
Mild or severe depression can 
come as 
an 
overlay 
to 
a 
physical illness. In such in­ 
stances, it is imperative that the 
cause of that physical illness be 
established and intensively 
treated. 
In other instances, depression 
may come 
on without any 
specific physical disturbance. 
In such cases, it is necessary to 
seek the help and guidance of a 
psychiatrist or a psychologist 
because they are specially 
trained. 
During periods of depression, 
patients want a solution to their 
problem. When this is delayed, 
patients like yourself run from 
doctor to doctor, without giving 
any single one the opportunity 
or time to establish the factors 
responsible for depression. 


At present, vast strides have 
been made in the field of anti­ 
depressant 
drugs. 
When 
carefully 
chosen 
and 
specifically tailored to the 
needs of each patient, in 
com bination 
w ith 
psycho­ 
therapy, depression is con­ 
trollable, 
and 
even 
conquerable.

Is cirrhosis of the liver always 
a fatal disease? — Mr. N. V. D., 
Fla. 
Dear Mr. D.: 
No, it’s not. There are now a 
great many highly sensitive 
tests and enzyme studies which 
bring early cirrhosis to the 
diagnostic attention of the 
doctor. 
When it is suspected and 
treated immediately, and when 
its cause is eliminated, people 
with early stages of cirrhosis 
can be expected to live out a 
normal period of years. 
There comes a time, however, 
when cirrhosis has been un­ 
treated and when its cause has 
not been eliminated, that this 
liver disease can 
becom e 
irreversible. 
The liver is a remarkable 
organ that often can function 
despite some cirrhotic changes. 
It cannot be expected to 
overcome the handicap of years 
of neglect.

Driving in 
Turkey is a 
free-for-all 


ANKARA, 
Turkey 
(AP) 
- 
An 
average of 6,000 persons die on Turkish 
roads every year. Traffic accident and 
death rates here are among the highest 
in the world and are on the rise. 
Turkey, with its population of 40 
million, claims 6 per cent of the world’s 
traffic fatalities Authorities estimate 
that traffic deaths will reach an un­ 
precedented 10,000 in 1976. 
In the first seven months of this year, 
4,526 persons were killed in traffic 
accidents and thousands injured On 
the first three days of August, 50 lives 
were lost — two of them traffic 
policemen on motorcycles. 
Many causes are cited for the mess 
which is Turkish traffic. According to 
Premier 
Suleyman 
Demirel, 
the 
inadequacy of roads is an important 
factor He has pointed out that the main 
thoroughfare 
connecting 
Turkey’s 
largest cities, Ankara and Istanbul, 
was built to accommodate daily traffic 
of 10,000 vehicles, but it now carries 
40,000. 
Highway 
improvement 
has 
not 
caught up with a significant boost in 
auto registration. The number of cars 
has risen from 153,000 to 393,000 in the 
last four years and the number of other 
motor vehicles has nearly doubled. 
Interior Ministry statistics list driver 
negligence as the cause of 70 per cent of 
all accidents. 
Most Turks are daredevil drivers 
with 
little 
respect 
for 
traffic 
regulations. 
Red 
lights 
are 
not 
necessarily considered stop signals. If 
the other side seems clear, few Turkish 
drivers can resist the temptation to 
speed through a red light. At night, 
many vehicles do not bother to dim 
their bright 
lights and blind 
ap­ 
proaching cars. Trucks park on high­ 
ways without any warning lights. 
Bus and truck drivers are over­ 
worked and have been known to fall 
asleep at the wheel. In the cities, jay­ 
walking is virtually a national sport. 
Writings painted on to the back 
windows of taxies and buses say more 
about the Turkish philosophy of driving 
than the official book of traffic rules. 
Mostly in rhyme, they read: “This is 
fate, my friend,” or “Do not come near 
you will be smashed, do not attempt to 
pass you shall regret, of “If you are a 
lover, play the guitar; if you are a 
driver step on the gas pedal.” 
Turkish traffic acquired a semblance 
of order when the military took over for 
a few months in 1971, during a period of 
martial law. Thousands of speeding 
drivers and jay-walkers were fined. 
But troops are back in their barracks 
now, having left the roads to civilian 
traffic police who stand and watch as 
every rule in the book is flouted. 
A new traffic bill increasing fines and 
bringing 
prison 
terms 
for 
traffic 
violations has been introduced in the 
Parliament. But the legislature has 
recessed without tackling it this year. 
Inflation has rendered fines — $2 for 
passing 
through 
a 
red 
light 
— 
meaningless. According to the new bill, 
fines are to be upped as much as $60 or 
$70. 
Interior Minister Oguzhan Asilturk 
has promised to double the 5,000-man 
traffic police force. But it is estimated 
that it will take at least a year before 
the passage of the new bill and its 
enforcement can be realized. 
In the meantime, Turkish roads are 
likely to remain a free-for-all, with 
towing trucks busy and first aid 
stations over-crowded.

LIMA, Ohio (AP) — Allen County fair 
people are up in arms over plans to 
change the dates of next year’s Ohio 
State Fair, because it will infringe on 
the traditional date for their summer 
show. 
The Ohio Exposition Commission 
plans to start next year’s Ohio State 
Fair IO days earlier and run it 13 days 
instead of 12 to offset the possibility of 
lower attendance because of earlier 
school starts. 
Some fair officials thought the earlier 
beginning of the school year hurt at­ 
tendance this summer, but the 1976 fair 
wound up with a record overall crowd. 
Jim Lorz, executive secretary of the 
Allen County Fair Board, said, “We 
will be completely surrounded by the 
state fair.” 
He foresees livestock 
exhibitors abandoning the Allen County 
Fair for the higher premiums at the 
state fair. Harness horses and midway 
rides and games also will be attracted 
to the bigger crowds in Columbus, he 
said. 
Lorz and his board have sent a 
protest letter to Gov. Jam es A. Rhodes, 
and said more than 1,000 letters had 
been sent to Allen County resident 
urging them to speak out against the 
change in the state fair date. 
One county fair is on tap this week in 
Ohio. The Brown County Fair opens 
Wednesday at Georgetown, running 
through Sunday. 
The two-day Ohio Swiss Festival 
starts Friday at Sugarcreek.
